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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 appears to be inaccurate in defining the slide is adapted to force the vial 
into a position parallel to the slide as the vial leaves the receptacle through the 
narrow (second) opening. It is the flap which applies pressure to the vial at such 
point that is described and shown to force the vial into parallel position with the 
surface of the slide. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1 through 5, 9, 10, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Guerra et al '563 (cited by applicant) in view of Tobias. 
Guerra et al '563 teaches an apparatus for dispensing vials comprising : a 
receptacle (part of support assembly 18 formed by walls 106a-d, see Fig. 5) with 
a first opening and a second opening and a slide extending below the second 
opening to allow a vial to slide downwardly away from the receptacle to be 
received on a support surface 116. 

Guerra et al '563 fails to teach providing a flap pivotally attached to the 
receptacle near the second opening to contact the vial as the vial leaves the 
second opening and exert pressure on the vial as it moves down the slide. 
Tobias teaches providing a flap 30 mounted so as to contact a container as it 
moves down slide from a receptacle (see Fig. 2) thereby exerting a pressure on 
the container in order to insure a smooth deposit of the container on a support 
surface. 

In view of the teachings of Tobias, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide a flap pivotably attached to the receptacle near the 
second opening to engage a vial (container) as it leaves the second opening and 
moves down the slide to insure a smooth deposit of the vial onto support surface 
116. 
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6. Claims 8, 11, 14 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 6 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claim 16 is allowed. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Quimper and Newman et al are cited to show various 
arrangements of receptacles and slides for the dispensing of containers to a support 
surface. The Japanese patent document number 52-37096 is cited to show an 
arrangement of a flap engaging a container to aid in proper dispensing of a container to 
a support surface.
